"A few days before we were at-

Being in boi cars, 
this v.as not d:Scu!t, so we loaded 
trn our beioaglLgs, Slled up with wood 
to keep -nans. 


""The Russians had armored trains 


end we expected trouble with, them 
some time or other, fader the ex- 
case that they are looking- for arms 
TSey rob, pillage and kill wherever 
they pk-ase. 


Train Heavily Armed. 


"This we would not permit in the 


American sector, and gave them sev- 
eral ultimatums to get: oat. They had 
their trains equipped with machine 
guns, greEades, rifles, one pounders 
and 3-inch suns, and all engines were 
protected v, ith concreie reinforcement 
and loopholes to shoot from. 


••They had passed os several times, 


but never made a move. But one night 
we v»ere informed by our interpreter 
that the It'ass'ans in the neighborhood 
expected trouble. We increased the 
guard a; the long bridge, also around 
the cars ia which we live. At midnight 
an armored train came into the sta- 
tion opposite us. They began loading 
up with wood. I immediately ordered 
my men to get up, bat kept them in 
the cars. I went to the station to see 
If anything unusual had occurred, but 
everything appeared cuiet. I ordered 
my men to reure, but we doubled our 
guard. The other olEcer and mjself 
had just begun to retire when the ser- 
geant came ia and reported that be 
thought the Russians meant business. 
In about two minutes, with most o* 
our 35 men still asleep, the Russians 
opened fire on us with machine guns, 
riSes and grenades. 


"Our 
men were ordered out et once 


and .they got under the cars and re- 
turned the fire. It seemed hopeless 
against an armored train. Onr ser- 
geant was killed In a few minutes 
when he attempted to get out on the, 
engine, but before he was knocked oil 
he threw a hand grenade at the train, 
which helped to force the Russians to 
surrender. One of our corporals had 
both legs blown c3. The Russian ar- 
mored train stopped about fifty yards 
from our cars and for a few moments 
they gave us everything they had. But 
we kept after them ia skim>sh line 
fashicn and sooa they told us they 
were ready to surrender. 


PIsn to Burn Village. 


"They admitted that they had beea 


drinking and that they intended first 
to kill o£ all the Americans end then 
burn the village, as they claimed that 
a stock of arms and munitions were in 
this place. 


"They fcaa a crew of seven officers 


and seventy men. while we had two of- 
ficers and thirty-five men. All we had 
were tiiree automatic ri3es, grenades 
and rifles, while they had eight ma- 
chine gnus, rifles for every man, a one- 
potrader, a three-iach gna and gren- 
ades.

"The b!g prize, besides the train, 


was the central who was in command 
of all their armored traia^, aad their 
capta'n. 
"It was quite ?n exciting experience 


for 45 mlrtttes and something I will 
never forget.
